| The Original Package Law Declared 


THE MORMON’S MONEY 


How to Dispose of the Escheated 
Wealth a Tough Problem. 


The Supreme Court Declares the 
Original Package Law Valid, 


Decisions of the Highest Tribunal— 
Woman’s Modesty Entitled to Pro- 
tection—Distillers Need Not 
Pay Mulct Money.” 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press, | When the Supreme 
Court last term upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the Edmund’s law, by 
which the property of the late corpora- 
tion of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, otherwise known as 
the Mormon church, was escheated to 
the United States, it found itself ina 
somewhat embarrassing position. The 
doctrine escheat was quite unknown in 
this country, and no purpose, consid- 
ered laudable and proper, of similar 
nature to that for which the property 
was formerly used, was known to which 
the property sould be devoted. The 
court, therefor, instead of sending the 
decree down, withheld it, a strong inti- 
mation being conveyed ofa desire of 
the court that Congress should, by law, 
direct the disposition to be made of the 
property. Congress having failed to 
adopt the suggestion, the court, 


through Justice Bradiey, today made a 
final order in the case and modified in 


at 
the last term. 

Tbe modification made recites that 
the Mormon Gorporation having been 
disselved, there does not exist now any 
trusts or purposes within the objects 
and purposes for which the personal 
property was originally acquired, for 
which any part of personai property 
could be used or dedicated that are not 
in whole or part opposed to public pol- 
icy and good morals; and furthermore 
there does not exist any person or cor- 
poration legally entitled to any of the 
personalty as successors of the lat 
church, The decree then says: 

The personal property having reverted to 
the United States it should be devoted to 
such charitable uses, lawful in character, as 
may most nearly correspond to its former 
destivy, unless in the meantime Congress 
otherwise direct, or there shall be reported 
some scheme which shail meet the approval 
of the court for the disposition of the prop- 
erty. 
The decree finally directs that the 
property and sccumulations that 
remain in the custody ot tbe receiver 
until otherwise ordered, and that out 
of it the costs of the suit and receiver- 
ship be paid. The lower court is di- 
2 to take the necessary proceed- 

ngs. 


OTHER DECISIONS. 


Constitutional. 

WASHINGTON. May 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The United States 
Supreme Court today upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the original package 
law passed by Congress, and also held 
that it was not necessary for Kansas 
to re-enact its prohibitory law after the 
passage of the Congressional act in or- 
der to shut out liquors in original pack- 
ages. The case came up on the appeal 
of Wilkinson, Sheriff, against Rohrer, 
the lower court having decided against 
the State. This court reverses the 
decision of the lower court. Chief 
Justice Fuller rendered the de- 
cision, ,the entire court being 
with him. Justice Gray announced, 
however, that Justices Harlan, Brewer 
and himself assented in the decision, 
but did not concur in all the reasoning 
of the opinion of the Court. He said: 

Rohrer was the original-package agent at 
Topeka of a Kansas City iquor firm, and 
was arrested the day after the original 
package law wentintoeffect. He claimed 
that the law was unconstitutional and also 
that it could not go into operation until the 
State enacted its prohibition laws. The 
Circuit Court deeided against the State, and 
the case was brought here on an appeal.

Unele Sam, OTHER DECISIONS. 


John M. Ross, serving a life sentence 
for murder committed on board a 
United States vessel in Japanese wat- 
ers, applied for his release. He was 


u British subject when he shipped and 


asserted that the consular court of 
Japan had no right to try bim. The 
Supreme Court holds that any seaman 
sailing on a vessel flying the American 
flag is under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. The plea was dis- 
missed. 

In the ease of the Chicago Distilling 
Company against Stone, Internal Rev- 
enue Collector, Justice Bradley de- 
livered an opinion in favor of the dis- 
tilling company, holding unlawful the 
Government method of assessing at 
the end of each month what be called 

mulct money“ to make up apy distil- 
lation by distillers in excess af the ca- 
pacity estimated from day to day. 

The Court rendered judgment 
against the State of Kentucky in the 
suit by the agent of the United States 
Express Company, who claimed that 
the law imposing a license tax on ex- 
press companies was in violation of 
the interstate commerce clause of the 
Federal Constitution. 

The Court also rendered an opinion 
through Justice Harlan in the case of 
Ward McAllister against the United 
States. McAlister was removed from 
the office as judge of the District 
Court of Alaska by President Cleve- 


land and claimed salary from the 
time he 


was removed to the 
qualification of Dawson, who 
was confirmed as his . successor. 


One question in the case was whether 
the judge of the Alaskan court came 
within the provision of section 1768, 
Revised Statutes, authorizing the 
President to suspend all civil officers 
except judges of the United States. 
The Court holds that the Alaska court 
is not a court of the United States in 
the constitutional sense as set forth in 
the third article of the Constition, but 
the Territorial court. The fact that the 
term of the Alaska judge is limited to 
four years and that he does not hold 
office for life or during good behavior, 
the Court says, proves it is not a court 
of the United States as the term is 
constitutionally used. The Court 
said the decision in the present case 
gave the President complete power 
over Territorial officers.

NEW YoOrK, May 25.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A special cable says: 
The oft-postponed prize fight between 
Dick Barge of Newcastle and Jem Car- 
ney of Birmingham, for $1000 and the 
lightweight championship of England, 
was decided tonight. The battle was 
fought in the Hop and Malt Exchange 
boxing-room.

power always belonging to a State. ‘The 
power of Congress to regulate. com- 


meree among the several States when the 
subjects are national in their nature 
is also exclusive. But it was left free by 
the Constitution — as Congress micht 
undertake to tegulate it. Intoxicating li- 
quers are undoubtedly subjects of com- 
merce like any other commodity, but never- 
theless it has often been held that laws pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of liquor 
within a State’s limits do not necessarily 
infringe any constitutional . privilege or 
immunity. This right rests upon the ac- 
knowledged right of States tu control their 
purely internal affairs, 

The lowa laws held to be unconstitu- 
tional in the Leisy original package case 
were enacted in the exercise of the State’s 

lice power, but as it amounted to a regu- 

tion of interstate commerce, it was held 
that so long as Congress did not pass any 
law to regulate specially the traffic between 
States in intoxicating liquors, or act in 
such way as to allow State laws to operate 
upon it, Congress thereby indicated its 
will that such commeree should be free and 
Untfammeied, and therefore the laws of 
Iowa were inoperative in so far as they 
amounted to regulations of foreign inter- 
state commerce, in inhibiting the reception 
of such articles within the State, or their 
sale upon arrival in the form in which they 
are imported. It allows that when Con- 
greas acted, the result of its actions must be 
to operate as a restraint upon that perfect 
freedom which its silepce insured. Con- 
gress bas now spoken and declared that im- 
ported liquors shall, upon arrival in a Stat 
tall within the category of domestic arti- 
cles of similar nature, Congress did not 
use terms of permission to the State to act, 
but simply removed the impediment to the 
enforcement of State laws in respect to im- 
ported packages in theirorigiual condition, 
created by the absence of specific utterance 
upon its part. The act of Congress re- 
moved the obstacle, and no adequate 
ground is perceived for holding that à re- 
enactment of the State law was required 
before it could have the effect upon im- 
ported, which it alwayshad upon domestic 
property. The jurisdiction attached in 
virtue of the law of Congress, but because 
that law placed property where jurisdiction 
could attach.

CHILE'S PRESIDENT. 


Balmaceda’s Recent Message 
to Congress, 


The So-called Revolution a Revolt of 
the Navy Alone. 


Leaders of the Insurgents Denounced 
for Their Barbarities. 


The President’s Reason for Closing 
the Session of Congress—He 
Blames the Utterances 
of the Press. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, May 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Chilean minister 
has received acopy of the message of 
President Balmaceda to the Chilean 
Congress, which convened April 20 last. 
In this he discusses the rebellion of the 
navy, which he speaks of as without 
precedent in the naval bistory of Chile. 
He says: During a period of three 
months since the beginning of the rev- 
olution there is not an instance of a 
single popular outbreak in favor of the 
movement, whose power is actually 
confined to the ocean. The fleet has 
been unable to keep steadiiy or to oc- 
cupy any portion of the territory con- 
taining any dense population, and in 


order to do anything they had to bom- 


bard the ports of the vorth and set on 
fire towns unfortified, operating against 
the cosmopolitan population of Tara- 
paca and using hostilities of a charac- 
ter worse than any of those employed 
during the conquest of Chile. The 
provinces of the north are separated 
from the country by the ocean, upon 
which the revel fleet stood, and by 
vast deserts. The revolutionists suc- 
ceeded in seizing them after severe, 
bloody combats. Their fleet has not 
bad sufficient strength to upset the 
lawful government, but it has shown 
enough to disturb public order, and 
that its leaders possess the courage 
necessary to sacrifice the lives ot chil- 
dren and spread misfortunes and evils 
through the country.“ : 
Speaking of his policy as President, 
Balmaceda says: “I tried to give the 
National party participation in affairs 
in a proportion that could not. incite 
jealousy and resistance. The Nation- 
als refused torender me their assis- 
tance, although their cuOperation was 
imposed by clearest political sense. 
The struggie then raged between. the 


majority in Congress and the executive 


power, and J thought it my duty 
to close Congress in the hope 
that a short time of reflection 
and calm would bring the groups ot the 
coalition to fair, reasonable terms. 
Unfortunately the evil has been done 
and we haye now tostand the deplorable 
consequences. . Iwas bound to 
assume all the necessary powers to 
suppress the revolt, he added, by the 


armed majority of Congress, bent 
upon subverting public order and the 
institutions of the country. The 


license of the Chilean press has been 
carried in our day to an extreme never 
before reached in any other part of the 
world. Not only the government and 
public men, but society, and even fam- 


ilies have been carried in the 
tempest of political passion. I 
think the law must keep 


sacred the right and liberty of every 
one to publish his opinion. but there 
must not be other offenses of the press 
than those so qualified by the Penal 
Code. Few governments have had to 
meet more unmerited aggressions or 
more gratuitous inculpations than 
those with which this one has been 
assailed, but I have not on that ground 
lost the serenity of my spirit nor the 
perfect tranquility of my conscience. 
1 have every confidence in God, who 
presides over the destinies of nations.“

The City Council met in regular session 
yesterday morning at the usual time and 
place, President Bonsall in the chaif{ and 
all the members in attendance. 

After the usual preliminaries bad been 
disposed ot, the following message was re- 
ceived from the Mayor: ‘ 

To the honorabie Counoll of the City of 
Los Angeles: Atthe request of members 
of your honorable body, I return unap- 
proved ordinances ordering certain work 
done on Eighteenth street, Marchessault 
street and Grand avenue, the passage of 
said ordinances, on the 18th of May, 1891. 
being premature under a recent amendment 
of the street law.

Mayor. 

On motion of Councilman Rees the vote 
by which the ordinances referred to had 
been adopted was reconsidered, and there- 
upon the Mayor’s veto was sustained unan- 
imously. . 

ORDINANCES PASSED. 

The draft of an ordinance ordering a ce- 
ment sidewalk to be laid on Grand avenue 
was read, and on motion of Councilman 
Tufts the rules were suspended and the 

ordinance adopted. , 

Another ordering Marchessault street 
paved was also read, and on motion of 
Councilman Rhodes the rules were sus- 
peuded and the ordinauce adopted.

ers for the opening of Los Angeles street 
aud to dismiss the proceedings without 
further expense to the property-uwners, 

Kdward Leak stated that he represented 
a committee of three appointed at a mass- 
eg held on Saturday night last at the 
Opera House Hall for the purpose of discus- 
sing the matter, The subject was debated 
from A to Z by property-ewners ail — 
the line of Los Augeles street. They ha 
reched the conclusion that the ordinance 
had been passed in the first instance for the 
benefit of a few influential persons and as 
a means of supplying sinecures for a few 
politicians, Certain it was that the majority

THE CITY’S PROGRESS. 


Bullding Steadily Going On-—A Talk 
with Maj. Bonebrake. 

There is probably more building going on 
in Los Angeles today than any city of its 
size in the United States. A trip over the 
hills near the line of the new electric road 
will soon convince one that this city is 
growing at a rate never before reached. Of 
course a number of builders have lived here 
several years, but a majority of them are 
strangers who have only recently arrived 
from the East. A large percentage of them 
are wealthy, and they are out here to make 
for themseives permanent homes. 

Maj. George H. Bonebrake, who has just 
returned froma trip East, bas noticed the 
amount of building that is going on, and in 
conversation with a ‘limes reporter yester- 
terday he said: 

Business is much better in the East than 
it has been for a long time past, and this 
means good times fur Southern California. 
if the people of the East are prosperous, 
they travel and seek new homes, and thou- 
sands of them now have theireyes on this 


section. When good times strike them, the 


price of real estate goes up, and hundreds 
are simply waiting for this, so that they 
can sell out and come to this country. 
*“Tbere is another point that will be of 
great benefit to Southern California, if good 
times keep up ip the Kast. In past years 
people who were able to travel have spent 
tueir vacations in Europe. It became a craze 
and uo one was happy that could not boast 
of spendinga winter or summer in that 
country. Thiscraze has changed during 
the poe few years, and no one is in the swim 
until he has made a to Southern 
California, and it is be- 


much less to visit this country than to go 
to Europe, and the time is fast coming 
when every faniily of wealth and refine- 
ment in the East will have a summer home 
out here, where they can spend the dis- 
agreeable months of both winter and sum- 
mer.

Mayor Hazard After the 
Street Commissioners. 


CHANCE FOR A BIG REFORM. 


| “Open and Improve Stree 
Some Pertinent Facts 
Very Plainly Stated. 


Ever since the first appointment of com- 


streets there has been more or less ‘“kick- 
ing“ on the part of the interested property- 
owners on account of the heavy expense 
which the system entailed. . The books of 
the commissioners have been properly kept, 
and while no final report in any single in- 
stance has been filed, all of the items have 
been set forth, Among these items are 
office rent, attorney’s fees, expert fees, fur- 
niture, and various other items which the 
average tax-payer does not understand, but 
as the amount which falls on each one is 
small, and in consequence there has been 
no vigorous protest. But the greatest cause 
of complaint has been the commissioners’ 
salaries, and it has been charged that 
enough has been taxed to bring the amount 
up to about a round $200 per month, the 
limit allowed by law, foreach of them, In 
other words, that the commissioners have 
taken it upon themselves to devote their 
whole time to this work, and to pay them- 
selves a fat salary for doing very little work. 
It is further claimed that this is not contem- 
plated by the law, and that it ls a hardship 
on the property-owners. Mayor Hazard hat 
been giving the subject a good deal of 
thought of lete, and yesterday afternoon 
filed the following message with the City 
Clerk, the Council having adjourned before 
it could be sent to that body:

LAW OF STREET DEDICATION 


Amog Abbott on Trial for Perjury— 


Collusion Charged in the Nord- 
holdt Case—- Court Notes 
New Sults: 


In Department Four yesterday morning 
Judge Van Dyke ordered findings for the 
defendant in the case of the Los Angeles 
Cemetery Association against the city of 
Los Angeles, a suit to quiet title to a cer- 
tain strip of land on the westerly side of the 
Evergreen Cemetery, in accordance with 
the following opinion: ; 

The law as applicaple to the question in- 
volved is uot disputed by counsel, to wit: 

»The vital principal of the dedication is 
the intention to dedicate, and whenever 
this is unequivocally manifested, the dedi- 
cation, so far as the owner of the soil is con- 
cerned, has been made, ) 

Time, therefore, though often a material 
ingredient in the evidence, is not au indis~ 
pensa le ingredient in the act of dedication. 
If accepted and used by the public in the 
manner intended, the dedication is com- 
plete.” (Harding vs. Jasper, 14 Cal. 643.) 

Tue plaintiff is a corporation, and its 
intention can only be gathered from its acts, 
and both adjoining property-holders and the 

ublic have cunstrued its acts to mean an 
ntention to dedicate the strip in question 
for public street purposes, 

Soon after acquiring its land the plaintiff 
made and filed « map, on which were delin- 
eated the usual avenues and piats of ceme- 
tery grounds, Along the southerly and 
westerly sides were left biank coiored strips, 
that on the southerly side being in and now 
forming partof First street, Following the 
inner or easterly line of the forty feet west- 
erly strip—deiug the land in controversy— 
trees were planted:-to form hedge, and in 
1885 the plaintiff moved back its fence, 
which had stood nearer to, or on, the west- 
erly or outer line. In the meantime the 
lands to the west had been laid out into 
blocks and lots, with spaces betwee the 
blocks for streets. Oue of these spaces ran 
irom First street to Brooklyn avenue, 


along the westeriy line of the strip 
in controversy, twenty feet wide, 
which, together with said strip, 


forms a street sixty feet wide called Cem- 
etery avenue. Parallel with First street 
and Brooklyn avenue and midway between 
them isaspace known and used as Mich- 
au avenue. This latter terminates on 
Cemetery avenue opposite the carriage eu- 
trance to the cemetery gr. unds, and is used 
asa public way. Lots front on Cemetery 
avenue on the westerly side, many of which 
have been sold and are occupied and im- 
rovéd. Since the plaintiff moved its fence 
k the strip called Cemetery avenue has 
been used by the public asa street and has 
been traveled more than most of the like 
Cross streets in that section. Io now close 
it would be to shut off the occupants of the 
lots in question from a street, or limit them 
to a tweuty-footalicy, and there would be no 
public road to the cemetery gate. 

1 think the only fair and reasonable in- 
ference to be drawn from the acts of the 
plaintiff under all the circumstances, is that 
it intended the strip of land in question 
should become. as it has by use become, a 

ublic street, and that dedication is there- 

ore complete. Findings and judgment are 
therefore ordered for defendant.”

Ah Charley on Trial Before Judge 
Shaw—No Result Reached, 

At 10 o’clock y esterday morning a Mon. 
gollan named Ah Charley appeared with 
his counsel, H. H. Appel, Esq., before Judge 
Shaw, in Department Six, for trial upon the 
charge of having conducted a percentage 
game, known as Chinese pool.“ 

Deputy District Attorney Phibbs appeared 


agreed upon and sworn to try the case. : 
‘Detective W. H. Auble of the police force, 
was called and testified that on the evening 


of October 18 last, he and Detective Bowler 
entered a room on Upper Main, between 
Walters street and Sellevue avenue, and 
found a numter of persons of various na- 
tionalities and colors engaged in playing a 
game ot pool. In one corner of the room 
was a billiard table, at the top of which was 
au inclined plan with twenty-five indenta- 
tions init.

The defendant stood at the end of the 
fable farthest from this plane, with a 
small bank and a cigar box in front of him. 
Six or seven men stepped up to him and 
gave him 5cents each, whereupon he handed 
out . ticket to each one from the cigar box 
and placed one of the nickeisin the bank. 
The men then took up a cue and alternately 
rolled a ball upto the inclined plane, the 
number of the hole into which it rolled 
being called out, and the person who scored 
the highest number took the pool. Each 
man before striking the bail with the cue, 
returned his check to the defendant. At 
the close of the game, the witness arrested 
the defendant and took him up to the 
station. 

Detective M. T. Bowler corroborated this 
testimony in every detail, and this closed 
the case for the prosecution. 7 

The defendant, Ah Charley, then took 
the stand in his own behalf, and testitied 
that he worked for James Fulton as a cook. 
On the night in question he went to see his 
cousin, Hom Tung, atthe place where he 
wis arrested. While he was there Tung 
asked him to run the pool game for him 
while he went into another room to smoke, 
and during his cousin’s absence he was ar- 
rested, He knew nothing about the game, 
nor was he responsible for it in any way. 
On eross- examination the defendant was 
unable to state where Hom ‘Tung had gone 
to, or where he was new, nor was he able 
in any way to account for the fact that he 
had not produced his cousin as a witness on 
his behalf. 

This closed the case, and the jury retirad 
at 12:15 o’clock for deliberation. At 8:25 
vclock it returned into court and asked 
for further instructions. 

Although the question involved was a 
very simple one and the instructions given 
were very clear, the jury had not reached 
any conclusion at 10:30 o'clock last night, 
and that body was locked up for the night.

the “Episcopal power of presbyterles.“ 

‘There was an animated discussion of 
these provisions. Dr. Lowry of Phil- 
adelphia opposed the fourth section as 
being a blacklist ot ministers and 
churches that for any reason decline to

It is 
found on the island of Cephalonia, in the 
Ionian sea, west of Greece. The phe 
nomenon occurs on the southwest side 
of the island, near the small town and 
port of Argostoli. Two streams flow at 
a short distance from one, straight from 
the sea for a few yards, and then follow 
different courses. One turns at right 
angles and runs for some ways parallel 
with the shore and close toit. Then it 
turns again toward the sea, and run- 
ning, of course, deeper and deeper, 
doubles completely under itself, thus 
forming a loop. and finally passes out of 
sight deep down in a landward direction. 
In its course it turns two flour mills, 
which will give an idea of the 


sea here, and the flowof the salt water 
brook is perfectly steady and continuous. 
The other stream disappears in the 
ground in a similar way. | 

This curious phenomenon has not at- 
tracted much attention because Argos- 
toli is not on one of the regular tourist 
routes. No one.knows what becomes of 
this water, but it probably flows to some 
subterranean reservoir, and it may have 
something to do with the earthquakes 
that occur in that neighborhood once in 
a long while, or possibly it feeds some 
distant voleano, for, as is well known,
